” LONDON, Sept. 27—The first consignment of wounded from the 
latest battle on the western front reached London at midnight. The 
twelve men in the party were guarded earefully from a curious crowd 
at the railway station. They were quickly placed in ambulances and 
removed to hospitals, 

“It really began on Friday with a heavy artillery action,’ the 
Daily Mait quotes one of the wounded officers as saying. ‘‘Saturday 
morning, under a hurricane of shrapnel, the infantry leaped out with 
short but sharp rushes. The German trenches were at a distance of 
four hundred yards. i 

“There was some fine work with the bayonet and hundreds of | 
prisoners gave themsevles up with apparent eagerness, Their will- | 
iugness to be captured was the most surprising thing of the whole 
business. Many of them were old men who seemed crushed and ex-

Hooper won sévetal prizes for pickles 
Jellies, butter and eggs. On the 
Hooper homestead of 160 acres 6U 
acres are in grain and 30 acrés are 
seeded for hay meadow. The _ live 
stock includes 25 head cattle, 8 head 
horses and 26 pigs. The Hooper fam- 
ily located seven years ago at their 
homestead near the Paddle River, 
about 75 miles northwest of Bamon- 
ton. 

It. Critchlow, of Paddle River, the 
president of the Padle River District 
Agricultural Society, (won several 
prizes for his exhibits of horses and 
cattle. He has done his part to de- 
velop the success of mixed farming in 
the district and improve the quality 
of the live stock. 


i. Deguire, of Paddle River, won 


11 prizes, including five firsts, three 
seconds and three thirds, He has 160 
acres of which 60 acrés are in timo- 
thy. He tried alfalfa but without suc- 
cess as yet. Clover was good for one 
year. 

Db. J. Cason, of Paddle River, spe- 
cializes in Shorthorn cattle and Ply- 
mouth Rock poultry. He has 104 
acres of his homestead cultivated and 


80 acres are seeded to timothy. By 
pasturing his meadow in the spring 


or Clipping it early he postpones the 
haying until the wet weather is past. 


This plan also allows the rains of 
June and July to make a _ better 


growth of grass in the,undergrowth. 


Last year he threshed 0 pounds of 
timothy. seed and this he expects 
to thresh 3000 pounds of timothy 
seed. He is also trying out white 
clover and Kentucky blue grass for 
pasture. He also has erected on his 


farm two barns, one 28x30 feet and 
another 54x71 feet. 
J. 8S. Mills, of Belvedere, won sev- 


eral prizes, anuny of them firsts, for 


his fine exhibits, which included 
cheese, yegetables, turkeys, ducks and 
pigeons. 

W. T. Pickerel won first for his 


brood sow, and had some fine celery 


which won first. 

T. Silvester, of Dunstable, drove 
a long way to the fair, but arrive] 
too late with his exhibits to enter 
them for competition,
